KALAI'ANA, Hawaii (API - A 


ribbon of red hot lava 900 feet wide 
and eight miles.long oozed down 
the side of Kilauea volcano Friday 
toward this evacuated seaside ham- 
let. 


"There's no stopping it now— 


it's going all the way" to the sea, a 
government scientist said. 


Scientists at the H a w a i i a n 


Volcano Observatory said the flow 
was heavy enough and had built up 
enough momentum to continue to 


the ocean, even if the eruption stop- 
ped. 


In its path, however, were 18 


homes and the historic Star of the 
Sea Painted Church, which scien- 
tists said would be destroyed as the 
thick mass moved toward the 
water. It was within a mile of the 
sea Friday morning and moving at 
300 to 400 feet per hour. 


Scientists said they believed the 


flow would reach the water late 
today or early Sunday. "But it's 


still a very fluid situation," one 
said. 


The 50 villagers were evacu- 


ated from 
Kalapana Thursday 


night. There was no panic among 
them, all veterans of past volcanic 
eruptions and tidal waves. 


Five sightseers who hiked into 


the area Thursday and had been 
reported missing turned up safely 
Friday. But there was still no sign 
of two persons believed to have 
flown into the area Thursday in a 


single-engine Cessna to view the 
spectacular eruption from the air. 


The U.S. Coast Guard said 


wreckage of a Beechcraft plane 
was sighted on the slopes of nearby 
Mauna Loa volcano. No Beechcraft 
plane was reported missing. 


Hawaii County Mayor Herbert 


Matayoshi declared a state of 
emergency in the area, about 30 
miles southeast of Hilo, the largest 
city on the state's largest island, 
which is also named Hawaii. 


DACCA, Bangladesh (AP) — 


The Japanese government deliv- 
ered ?6 million and six prisoners to 
Dacca airport today to meet de- 
mands of five hijackers holding 141 
hostages aboard a Japan Air Lines 
DC-8jet. 


The Japanese foreign ministry 


in Tokyo said the five hijackers had 
agreed to release 53 hostages, in- 
cluding the 
wife of California 


banker John Gabriel, when the ran- 
som was turned over, but to keep 
the others — including Gabriel, for- 
mer California Assemblyman Wal- 
ter Karabian, seven other Ameri- 
can men and the 14 crew members 
— until they reached another desti- 
nation. 


THERE WAS no indication that 


another government had agreed to 
accept the hijackers, said to be 
members of the ultra-left Japanese 
Red Army. They commandeered 
the four-engine jet Wednesday over 
India and are armed with guns and 
explosives. 


Japan agreed to meet the ter- 


rorists' demands for delivery of the 
ransom money and nine Japanese 
prisoners, but three of the prison- 
ers refused to go. A DC-8 jet carry- 
ing the money and six prisoners 
arrived here from Tokyo at 11:27 
a.m.(10:27 a.m. PDT). 


The hijackers had threatened to 


execute passengers one by one un- 
less their demands were met. 


Earlier in the morning the 


hijackers released a Pakistani pas- 
senger who was ill. They freed nine 
others Thursday and Friday, in- 


cluding Karabian's pregnant wife, 
Carole, Kurt Krjeger of Granada 
Hills, Calif., and an immigrant In- 
dian family of three on its way to 
live in Glendora, Calif. 


The other hostages they agreed 


to release here are Indians and 
Pakistanis, women and children 
passengers of other nationalities 
and four sick men from Japan and 
Australia, the Japanese foreign 
ministry said. 


Bangladesh officials negotiating 


with the hijackers asked them why 
the other hostages would not he 
released when their demands were 
met. 


"BEFORE WE reach the desti- 


nation, there are many enemies 
who may shoot us down," a 
hijacker told them. "Our opera- 
tions will continue until we receive 
a guarantee of safety from the re- 
gime at the destination." 


The American hostages, in 


addition to the Gabriels, of Monte- 
bello, and Karabian, of Monterey 
Park, are: Eric Weiss, Mr. J. Cald- 
well, Mr. Allerejos, Mr. G. Sands, 
Mr. T. Phalen, Mr. J. Chunce and 
Mr. W. McLean. 


The ransom jet also was carry- 


ing 6.6 tons of food, medical 
supplies and clothing and 76 gov- 
ernment and airline officials led by 
JAL president Shizuo Asada and 
Hajimi Ishii, a parliamentary 
minister.

PARIS (AP) — Police marks- 


men f i r i n g tear gas grenades 
stormed a hijacked French jetliner 
Friday night and captured a gun- 
man who had shot a stewardess 
and threatened to blow up the plane 
unless his recorded political mes- 
sage was broadcast. 


One passenger was killed and 


at least four were wounded when 
the hijacker lobbed a hand grenade 
toward the cockpit as some 50 po- 
licemen forced their way into the 
jet parked at Orly Airport. 


Passengers said some crew 


members were wounded when 
shots were fired inside the twin- 
engine Caravelle, and the hijacker 
was injured slightly by a tear gas 
grenade that hit him in the head. 


But district administrator Jean 


Perier said no shots were fired by 
policemen carying sidearms or by 


the hijacker, who was armed with 
a pistol. "There was absolutely no 
exchange of fire," he said. 


The assault followed by only 


minutes a statement by Orly air 
police officers they would not re- 
sort to trickery or force to end the 
hijacking. 


The lightning strike by spe- 


cially trained officers came more 
than eight hours after the hijacker 
commandeered the Paris-to-Lyon 
domestic Air-Inter flight and held 
more than 9fl passengers hostage. 
The gunman had been negotiating 
with French officials, warning 
them not to "try anything stupid" 
or he would kill his captives. 


Police identified the hijacker as 


Jacques Robert. He became known 
as France's "Pirate of the Air 
Waves" after he burst into a radio 


station on Feb. 8,1974, brandishing 
a pistol and a phony grenade. Rob- 
ert forced the station to broadcast 
an incoherent anti-government at- 
tack at that time. 


During the afternoon Friday, 


the hijacker released the wounded 
stewardess and six passengers, in- 
cluding a baby. Later, another pas- 
senger said to be feeling ill limped 
down the ramp and after that 
Michel P. Perrin, 31, escaped 
through the open front door and 
leaped to the ground when food and 
w a t e r was delivered to the 
hijacker. 


Perrin told reporters he rolled 


under the fuselage to get out of 
Robert's pistol range, then ran as 
fast as he could toward the police 
vehicles parked about 600 yards 
from the plane. 


New energy filibuster vowed 


Called back to L.A. 


WASIHNGTON (AP) - The 


Senate, in still another major set- 
back for supporters of President 
Carter's energy plan, refused 
Friday for the second time to set 
aside a plan lifting federal controls 
on natural gas prices. 


The 50-to-44 vote demonstrated 


that, in several days of a marathon 
filibuster by foes of deregulation, 
the administration picked up just 
two voles in its efforts to retain 
controls over the critical fuel. 


Before the Senate adjourned for 


the night, filibuster leaders said 
they would keep talking when the 
Senate reconvenes'for its second 
consecutive Saturday session. 


"Our intention is to continue," 


said Sen. Howard Metzenbaum, D- 
Ohio, who is leading the filibuster 
with Sen. James Abourezk, D-S.I). 
"1 guess we could continue the fili- 
buster for another week, 10 days, 
maybe two weeks without much 
trouble." 


Metzenbaum said that, counting 


absentees, opponents of deregula- 
tion were only a few votes shy of a 
tie. 


However, a key administration 


supporter, Sen. Dale Bumpers, D- 
Ark., said it appeared that the bat- 
tle in the Senate on natural gas was 
over. 


"I think the handwriting is on 


the wall and we ought to gel on- 
with it," he said. 


Should the Carter administra- 


tion concede defeat in the Senate, 
the natural gas issue would go to a 
House-Senate coference committee. 
The House has approved Carter's 
plan for a natural gas ceiling of 
$1.75 per thousand cubic feet. 


Sen. 
Henry M. Jackson, D- 


Wash., chairman of the 
Senate 


Energy Committee, said deregula- 
tion forces appeared to have a 
slight margin and urged, "Let's get 
on with the people's business 
forum,, the conference between the 
House and Senate," 


In'an earlier vote this week, the 


Senate refused to set aside a dereg- 
ulation plan sponsored by Sens. 
Lloyd Bentsen, D-Texas, and 
James Pearson, R-Kan. That vote 
was 52 to 46. 


Senate leaders were in fact 


seeking to end two filibusters, the 
first led by Abourezk and Metzen- 
baum, the second.by Sen. Russell 
Long, D-La., a longtime ally of the 
natural gas industry. 


Long was trying to keep the 


Senate from voting on a compro- 
mise gas proposal worked out by 
Byrd and Jackson. 


Although Byrd continued look- 


ing for ways to end the impasst 
Friday, he said, "I know when I'm 
between a rock and a hard place."

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L.B. appeals ruling in '72 slaying of suspect

The City of Long Beach asked 


the state Supreme Court Friday to 
near an appeal of a decision that a 
Long Beach police officer 
was 


negligent in the fatal shooting of a 
flec'ing burglary suspect five years 
ago. 


> The 18-page petition — drafted 


by Deputy City Attorney Robert E. 
Shannon — asked the high court to 
evaluate an Appellate Court's inter- 
pretation of the Penal Code section 
pertaining to shootings by police 
officers. 


"It is absolutely crucial, in 


order to provide guidance to the 
police officers of this stale, that 
this court clearly enunciate the 
meaning of Section IM," the peti- 
tion said. 


Essentially, the section says 


that homicide is justifiable when 
"necessarily committed" by police 
officers "in 
arresting 
persons 


charged with felony, and who are 
fleeing from justice or resisting ar- 
rest." 


The Appellate Court ruled that 


the section should be applied lo 
justify only the shootings of sus- 
pects fleeing "forcible and atro- 
cious" felonies. 


The city petition used the 


appellate justices' own words in 
attacking their decision, saying 
Ihat the ruling "unquestionably . . , 
grants a license to burglars anil 
other 'non-violent' felons (o flee 
apprehension." 


The city petition also said that 


even if the high court agrees with 
(he appellate ruling, Long Beach 
police detective Dennis Vcrshaw 
should not be held liable retroac- 
tively. 


The 
appellate decision 
was 


made on a verdict favoring Ver- 
shaw, reached in the March 1978 
trial of a Si-million wrongful death 
suit filed by Otis and Lottie B. 
Peterson after the fatal shooting of 


their son Rotund. 


According to trial testimony, 


Vcrshaw slwt Peterson as he fled 
from an apartment complex at 5025 
E, Pacific Coast Highway on foot 
Oct. 18, 1972. 


Witnesses s a i d Peterson 


ignored several commands from 
Vcrshaw to halt. 


Vcrshaw testified he shot be- 


cause he believed Peterson was a 
burglar fleeing to avoid prosecu- 
tion. 


At the end of the trial, Long 


Beach Superior Court Judge Max 
Z. Wisot ruled that Vershaw "acted 
reasonably and with good cause." 


In ruling in favor of the officer 


fictionjine 


and the city, Wisol said that Ver- 
shaw did what 99 out of 100 
reasonably prudent officers would 
have done when confronted by 
similar circumstances. 


The Second District Court of 


Appeals in Los Angeles overturned 
Wisot's verdict Aug. 24, ruling that 
Vcrshaw was negligent as a matter 
of law. 


The court's split decision was 


based primarily on a San Francisco 
Appellate Court decision made in 
April. 


That decision held that officers 


cannot shoot a fleeing felony sus- 
pect unless there are circum- 
stances that "reasonably 
create 


f e a r of death or serious bodily 
harm." 


The city's petition said the 


Appellate Court in Los Angeles was' 
wrong in finding "that Vershaw 
was negligent for failure to antici- 
pate this unique interpretation 
which would be made some five' 
years after he was required to 
act." 


The petition also said that- 


carrying the appellate decision to- 
ils "logical conclusion," all officers 
who have fatally shot "non-danger- 
ous fleeing felons" could be tried 
on manslaughter charges under a 
law that did not exist when they 
acted.

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National GOP votes down canal treaty

', NEW ORLEANS - The Republi- 
can National Committee voted over- 
whelmingly Friday to oppose the- 
ratificalion of Ihe new Panama 
Canal treaty proposed by President 
Garter's adminislration. 
; Despite a final attempt by the 
moderate elements in the party to 
block Ihe move, the 162-member 
committee adopted by decisive voice 
vole a resolution charging thai the 
treaty's provisions "cede United 
Slates rights of military security, di- 
lute United States power to develop 
Unilaterally a sea-level canal and 
transfer authority to determine mili- 


tary priority in time of war." 


The resolution also denounced 


(he Carter foreign policy as "frag- 
mented, reactive, inconsistent and 
dangerously weak." 


In the debate, several speakers 


rose in defense of the treaty, includ- 
ing Richard M. Rosenbaum of New- 
York. 


"The time has come for us to 


realize (hat the colonialism of the 
19th century is dead," he argued. 
"As long as the treaties guarantee 
the neutrality of the canal, we should 
support them." 


Later Rosenbaum said the reso- 


lulion reflected "a simplistic reading 
of world affairs" and was a "mis- 


take" by the national committee. But 
he conceded that his was a minority 
view among Ihe members. 


The vote seemed to be an expres-

disenchantment with the canal treaty 
among organized Republicans and 
the increasing strength of the con- 
servative elements in the 
party. 


Backers of former Gov. Ronald Rea- 
gan led the fight for the resolution 
and beat back several attempts to 
soften its language. 


The resolution also reflected the 


diminishing status of former Presi- 
dent Ford within his own party. Ford 
has endorsed the treaty. 


Although he remains the titular 


leader of his party, Ford's generally 
moderate views are rarely heard 
within the debates of the 'national 
committee these days. Increasingly, 
it seems to be a party of conserv- 
ative activists, and the Panama 
Canal debate aroused them more 
than any other issue in recent 
memory. 


At Friday's meeting, for exam- 


ple, other resolutions denouncing 
Carter's energy and tax reform 
p ans sailed through the committee 
almost without comment. Only the 
canal issue caused serious debate 
Speaker after speaker aflsrkH the 


treaties as a demonstration of weak- 
ness in American foreign policy and 
a "giveaway" of vital American 
interests.

This repels the 
athletic, handsome boys who would 
otherwise befriend t h e m , goes the 
theme.

college professors 
and 


public school teachers 
from the new legislation. 
They could still be forced 
to retire at 65. 


The commitlec also 


agreed to exempt business 
executives between 65 and 
70 who would have an 
annual private pension on 
relirement of more than 
520,000. Committee

members said few people 
with salaries below $40,000 
a year would have such 
pensions. 


A similar bill was ap- 


proved last week by the 
House of Representatives, 
although Ihe House bill did 
not exempt teachers or 
highly paid executives.

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Episcopal chief offers 
to quit in controversy

Presiding Bishop 
John M. Allin, offered to 
resign Friday night if his 
fellow bishops were un- 
willing to accept his oppo- 
sition to the ordination of 
women as priests. 


The sudden, dramatic 


proposal was" presented in 
a speech to the opening 
session of the House of 
Bishops here. It followed a 
; year of turmoil and rancor 
within the church since 
the 
Episcopal 
General 


Convention approved or- 
daining; women. Allin's 
leadership has been under 
growing criticism during 
the crisis. 


The presiding bishop's 


offer to step down after 
serving four years of a 12- 
year t.erm came two 
weeks after 1,500 dissident 
Episcopalians who ar- 
dently oppose women's or- 
dination met in St. Louis 
to form a breakaway 
church, provisionally 
c a l l e d the .Anglican 
Church hi North America. 
Allin attended the meeting 
and was visibly shaken by 
the impending break. 


In his speech, Allin de- 


clared his own disapproval 
of women as priests, re- 
flected ruefully on the 


sharp divisions in the 
church over tLe issue and 
asked his 150 brother bish- 
ops to decide whether he 
was fit to carry on as the 
church's top official. 


"To 
date I remain 


unconvinced that women 
can be priests," Allin said. 
"If it is determined by 
prayerful authority t h a t 
this limitation prevents 
one from serving as the 
presiding bishop of this 
church, I am willing to re- 
sign the office." 


The House of Bishops 


has been strongly in favor 
of ordaining women. At 
the 
General Convention 


last September, where the 
canon law of the church 
was amended to explicitly 
admit w o m e n to the 
priesthood, the margin of 
approval among bishops 
was 95 to 61, with two ab- 
stentions. 


Opponents hfive contin- 


ued to demand the right to 
refuse to ordain or accept 
women priests, however, 
and 35 bishops have organ- 
ized to press for assurance 
from the majority that 
they can exercise a free 
conscience on the matter. 


This issue has plunged 


the 
2.8-milIion-member 


church into its most seri- 
ous difficulty in modern 
times and has brought 
bishops together here for 
the week-long meeting in a 


mood of disquiet and even 
despondency. 


P o w e r f u l 
fraternal 


bonds and 
gentlemanly 


decorum, long traditions 
in the Episcopal hier- 
archy, appear to be vital 
factors in holding the body 
of bishops and the church 
together. As bishops hud- 
dled around swimming 
pools, golf courses and 
tennis courts before offi- 
cial business began, out- 
lines of crucial compro- 
mises on a number of 
issues began to t a k e 
shape. 


One particularly sensi- 


tive matter relates to 
possible disciplinary ac- 
tion against Bishop Paul 
Moore Jr. of New York for 
ordaining a lesbian last 
winter and against retired 
Bishop Albert A. Cham- 
bers for aiding the break- 
away church. 


As the potential show- 


down neared, there were 
efforts to temper the incli- 
nation toward 
personal 


attack and to adopt a 
"live-and-let-!ive" 
atti- 


tude. 


However, there is con- 


siderable sentiment to 
speak out on homosexual- 
ity. "What we would like" 
said Bishop Robert Terwil- 
liger, a staunch opponent 
of women's ordination and 
the ordination of homosex- 
uals, "is some affirmation

"I hope it doesn't 


happen," asserted Bishop 
Brooke Moseley of the 
Diocese of Pennsylvania, 
"but I think there is a lot 
of feeling in favor of it." 


Meanwhile, the faction 


that is resisting women's 
ordination appears to be 
moving toward some form 
of agreement whereby any 
bishop not wishing to or- 
dain women would not be 
required to do so, but 
would agree to transfer 
women applicants to bish- 
ops willing to perform the 
ceremony. 


As head of the church, 


Allin has voiced dismay 
over many recent develop- 
ments. He has called the 
ordination of the homosex- 
ual woman a "mistake," 
but insisted that it would 
not destroy the church.

Old dispute renewed

NEW YORK - From late at night 


until nearly dawn, the parties to an old, 
recurring religious dispute met, in a 
small-town office. They never had 
talked with each other before, only at 
each other. It made a difference. 


That was the situation involved re- 


cently at a long, frank and clarifying 
discussion between key figures of the 
controversial passion play of Oberam- 
mergau, West Germany, and its U. S. 
Jewish critics. "It was a very extraordi- 
nary and encouraging night," says 
Rabbi Marc H. Tanenbaum, national 
inlet-religious affairs director of the 
American Jewish Committee, in de- 
scribing the session last month in the 
little Bavarian village. 


Although the tradition-steeped Oher- 


ammergau play has become an event of 
international interest and often has 
been criticized since World War II as 
being anti-Semitic, its producers and 
Jewish representatives previously had 
not met face-to-face. 


As the current director, Hans 


Sehwaighofer, was reported to have ob- 
served at the recent session, it was for 
Oberammergau officials "their first 
serious discussion with responsible Jew- 
ish representatives." 


The result is that the Jewish com- 


mittee, at the formal invitation of the 
central planners of the play, now is 
making a line-by-line analysis of a re- 
vised text, along with suggested 


changes considered needed to remove 
anti-Jewish impressions. 


While Rabbi Tanenbaum noted 


there was no guarantee such recom- 
mendations would prevail, the process 
itself offered a new approach to the 
problem. 


"Our 
meeting was exceptionally 


honest, candid and emotional," he says. 
"Itwas a revelation to the Oberammer- 
gau people taking part. They had felt 
totally isolated from Jews and Judaism. 
We felt it was a historic moment." 


That meeting from 11:30 p.m. until •! 


a.m., followed a preview by the Jewish 
delegation of a revised version of (he 
play being considered for the next 
production in 1980. 


The new text "contains a number of 


positive features lhat are encouraging,", 
says Tannenbaum. He mentioned such 
elements as portraying the crucifixion 
of Jesus as a result of sin of "all of us," 
not just Jews, in a universal conflict 
between good and evil. 


However, Tanenbaum'says Ihe play 


still gives "a far more prominent role to 
'the Jews' in contributing to the death 
of Jesus than in fact exists in the synop- 
tic gospels." It also pictures the Roman 
governor Pilate, contrary to historic 
knowledge, as "a weakling" manipu- 
lated by a "howling Jewish mob," he 
added.

NEW YORK — When her roomm'ate at Syracuse 


University asked her to go to a student affair at a 
church near the campus, Ruth Stafford said, ."I 
couldn't care less." Her roommate insisted. They 
went. 


She was enthralled by the energy, the warmth 


and wit of the young new minister. He was Norman 
Vincent Pealc. He was taken by her blonde, blue-eyed 
good looks. They learned they had much in common: 
both came from poor homes, their fathers were 
Methodist ministers in small towns; his was Bowers- 
ville, Ohio, hers, Donda. Iowa. They were married on 
June 20, 1930, two years after they met. 


.Sunday will be a special day in their lives. On 


Oct. 2, 1932, exactly 45 years ago, they came to New 
York's Marble Collegiale Church, when it was at its 
lowest ebb. 


"That's why we came." she was saying in her 


apartment. "It was a terrible struggle. Most of the 
pews were empty on Sundays. It was Ihe middle of 
the Depression. But Norman dispelled their despair 
and fired them to reach for their potential with the 
assured promise that no matter how heavy the bur- 
den it could be borne and removed by faith.'" 


Marble now has 2,500 members'and hundreds of 


Sunday visitors from all over the world. And Peale's 
work and ideas are as fresh, original and vigorous 
today as they were on his first day at the church. 


Ruth Peale has always been part of them. She 


edits his sermons, newspaper and magazine articles, 
his books. He's on his 27th book. She wrote two: I 
Married a Minister and The Adventure of Bern" a 
Kite. 


But they were never too busy to lighten the grief 


of anyone who needed them. When a family lost their 
young child, the Peales rushed to them and remained 
with them all through the night.

Bedside ministry for

How docs a Catholic — or Protest- 


ant — hospital provide religious minis- 
try to Protestnnl - or Catholic - pa- 
tients? 


At St. Mary Medical Center here, 


where non-Catholic patients usually pre- 
dominate, a part of the answer is found 
in an innovative "minister of the day" 
program begun earlier this year by the 
hospital's pastoral care department

1C. Protestant 
and Jewish 


clergymen currently spend one after- 
noon a month serving non-Catholics 
who. for whatever reason, might other- 
wise be forced to do without these per- 
sonal ministrations, commented the 
hospital pastoral care director during 
an interview this week. 


"This could be a fertile field for 


proselytizing," noted the Rev. Harold A. 
Whelan, a St. Mary staff member since 
February 1S75. "But of courses that's 
agninst the rules." 


Explaining a seeming discrepancy 


in numbers, Father Whelan said 


Other hospitals provide their patients 
with pastoral care, of course, and a 
report on comparable activities at Me- 
morial Medical Center of Long Beach is 
scheduled to appear later this month in 
the religion pages. 


ministers of the day are not 'scheduled 
Kridays-through-Sunday since 
many 


physicians attempt to send their pa- 
tients home by the weekend. He "very 
definitely could use more" clergy volun- 
teers, but the present 
1G suffices to 


meet a shortened calendar. 


There is no encouragement offered 


self-appointed evangelists seeking con- 
verts in this very green field. Only 
properly ordained or licensed clergy, 
those invited by the pastoral care de- 
partment or patients themselves, are. 
ajlowed to visit. 


Styles in pastoral visitation vary be- 


tween the ministers, representing as 
they do the so-called "mainline" de- 
nominations and more evangelically ori- 
ented churches. 


In any case, there always will IK — 


or so Whelan believes - a spiritual 
tenor to a visit: a prayer shared, a 
blessing, spiritual advice and counsel- 
ing, listening. 


A minister's quiet presence beside a 


sickbed may be the precise spiritual 
medicine required . . . . 


One volunteer, retired Air Force 


and Veterans Administration Chaplain 
C.P. Smales, a Methodist, brings to his 
task the style and fervor of his circuit- 
riding forebears. His goal is to visit in 
an afternoon every person on his calling 
list. 


That list begins to fake shape when 


a patient is admitted. Religious prefer- 
ence then may be listed — although it's 
not required — on admission records, 
Father Whelan explained. 


In the case of Catholics, procedures 


are simple and direct. Whelan, another 
department staffer or one of a growing 
number of volunteers makes contact, 
arranges for necessary services, noti- 
fies the home pastor if necessary. 


Daily Masses are celebrated in a 


handsome chapel across a hallway from 
the pastoral care offices. And patients 
unable to attend there receive the Eu- 
charist from priests or, interestingly, 
lay men or women especially licensed 
by the diocesan bishop. This change in 
centuries-old church procedures is a 
legacy of the liberalizing Vatican II 
council. 


Whelan said most new admittees 


arc visited within 24 hours of their 
arrival, in any case within two or three 
(lays. Contact is made with any non- 
Catholic clergy a patient may desire, 
or. again at the patient's request, with a 
minister of (he day.

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Headaches, not bowl games, greet fisclal 6New Year'

money. To ordinary people, the fis- 
cal year is an enigma. It holds 
some mysteries for the experts, 
tyo. For example, why Uncle Sam 
if n't spending as the budget says 
He should.

WASHINGTON - Your calen- 


dar won't show it, but today is New 
Year's Day in the nation's capital. 
:. In this city where money counts 
for more than sentiment, Oct. 1 
outranks Jan. 1 because that's 
when the U.S. government starts 
its new budget year, known as the 
fiscal year. 


While it's too much to say that 


the government celebrates the 
occasion, all of the money people in 
it — both spending and receiving — 
are keenly aware of the date, and 
the transition from one fiscal year 
to the next produces headaches and 
hangovers of its own. 


And just as common folks in- 


dulge in partying on New Year's 
Eve, some agency and department 
chiefs had their own spending party 
in the final days of this fiscal year. 


A BIG HEADACHE this year is 


the failure —.if it can be called that 
— of the 
government to spend 


about $13 billion of its fiscal 1977 
budget. 


The new year's aches and pains 


could not be allayed by watching 
any bowl games-, cither. 


The fiscal year was a creation 


of the U.S. Congress in 1832. It was 
decided then to begin the budget 
year on July 1 because Congress in 
those days was able to complete 
work on the budget early in its 
session. 


But beginning in 1976, Congress 


moved back the starting date of the 
fiscal year to Oct. 1. The lawmak- 
ers needed more time to carry cut 
their expanded budget responsibil- 
ities provided under the new Con- 
gressional Budget Act. 


Most states still start their 


fiscal years on July 1. 


A recurring problem for the 


government in recent years has 
been a surplus of unspent funds. 
Usually, an agency loses money 
that's still in its kilty at .the end of 
a fiscal year. 


Since it can be embarrassing 


for agency heads to fail to spend 
the money they had argued for 
previously, many have yielded in 
the past to the temptation to unload 
unspent funds in the 
final few 


weeks. 


A TYPICAL example is that of 


a regional office of the Small Busi- 
ness Administration that was sent a 
new supply of electric typewriters 
late in fiscal 1975 even though the 
typewriters it had were working 
just fine. The local office was told 
by headquarters that the new type- 
writers were in the budget and 
therefore would be used. 


On a much larger scale, the 


Defense Department frequently 
steps up spending sharply in the

Dollar falters as 
gold hits peak 


:LONDON (AP) — The dollar slumped dramati- 


cally against European currencies Friday while gold 
hit its highest London closing price for more than two 
years. 


Dealers said official U.S. statements about the 


continued U.S. trade deficit and the sharp rise of the 
Japanese yen' caused the dollar decline. 


"The dollar went down all over Europe in active 


trading," said a Paris foreign exchange dealer. "Dol- 
lars were being sold agairtst all other major curren- 
cies." 


MARKET EXPERTS said many people were 


getting rid of dollar holdings and buying gold because 
they were worried by the weakening value of the U.S. 
currency. 


The dollar has been hit recently by disappoint- 


ment over U.S. economic performance and gold is a 
traditional refuge in times of economic confusion. 


The metal closed in London at $154.45 an ounce, 


its highest cloauig price here since Aug. 1, 1975, when 
it stood at $155.50. On Thursday it closed at $152,85.

A walking tour of the 13-story mart (each 
floor is devoted to a specific product line) is punctu- 
ated with comments on each showroom and a short 
history of its operations.

dren," says Morse, who says he isn't sure how many 
of his relatives work for him.

the action by the NCAA against the plaintiff can be reduced to one 
ivord:'INCREDIBLE'," the judge wrote. 


"As far as the case is concerned, I think the judge said it all," 


said Tarkanian, 47. who elevated the.program at Long Beach State 
to a major league level before going to Las Vegas. "I'm real pleased 
that I got a chance to vindicate myself.-I felt all along that I would 
be vindicated. The only thing I can say is thank God for our judicial 
system."

Clark's 8-6 over-all 
record camouflages the fact that 
the 49ers collapsed in the second 
half of the season and went 2-5. 


"That's what people don't 


understand," Gene says. "Toward 
the end of the year we really had 
problems. That's what Kenny's 
trying to come back from. We have 
some problems offensively that I 


don't think can be turned around 
overnight. That's asking too much 
of him." 


Washington believes t h a t 


Thomas, who has the reputation of 
letting coaches' heads fall where 
they may, shares this attitude. 


"There's been a lot in the 


papers about that," Gene 
says. 


"They may be creating a situation 
that isn't true. From what I can 
see, Thomas is willing to be pa- 
tient. The fans aren't going to be as 
patient, but Joe Thomas has made 
up his mind that he's going to give 
Kenny the time to put together a 
whining football team." 


Washington says the -19crs' 


problem is simpler than the solu- 
tion. 


"We have a great defensive 


club," he says, "but we just don't 
have an adequate passing attack. 
We're not fooling anybody. It's no 
big secret." 


Washington, 30, is seventh 


among active National Conference 
receivers with 341 career catches, 
but he has only one this season. 


"They threw the ball to me two 


or three times in the Pittsburgh 
game, two times in the Miami 
game," he says. "What can I do? 


"People are playing the run 


against us and forcing us to pass. 
When that happens, you have to be 
efficient. If you aren't, you have 
problems. Teams we play against 
know.it. It's no mystery." 


But Washington says that Jim 


Plunkett, a fellow Stanford grad, 
"is playing better than he was at 
the end of last season. He's been 
fighting all that off-season criticism 
and speculation, but under the cir- 
cumstances he's doing a pretty 
good job."

"Even though we beat them," 


Gene says, "we know they're a 
great'football team. They're going 
to be in the thick of it when it gets 
down to the playoffs."

The way coaches Bo Schembcchler of Michigan and 


Emory Bellard of Texas A&M are talking, today's game 
could be for college football's national championship. 
You know something.. .it just might be. 


After all, Michigan is third in the Associated Press 


ratings—Bellard thinks the Wolverines should be No. 1. 
Texas A&M is fifth--Schembechler thinks the Aggies 
should be No. I—and there hasn't been a game of this 
magnitude in college football since. . .well, since last 
week when Oklahoma and Ohio State, then Ihe 3-1 
teams, played. 


"We have been sporadic," Schembechler points put. 


"We are making too many mistakes in key situations 
and that's just not characteristic of Michigan teams. We 
certainly have the potential to be a good team, but we're 
not playing well at either end of the field right now. Our 
pass defense broke down against Navy and our offensive 
blocking hasn't been good all year." 


HE ALSO SAYS that Michigan "can't play Texas 


A&M even and win. If it's an even game, they're going 
to win on the basis of field goals. There's no way we can 
match their kicker." 


That would be barefoot Tony Franklin, holder of the 


NCAA long-range record with a 65-yarder last season. 


"Good field position for Franklin is the 50-yard tine, 


so anyone who plays them even is going to lose," 
Schembechler says. "But he better stay off our side of 
the field before the game. 


"We'll go into this game as the underdog. If the 


country has a great team it is Texas A&M. They rank 
favorably with Oklahoma's national championship team 
we played in the Orange Bowl two years ago." 


Sorry, Bo, but the oddsmakers have installed Michi- 


gan as a one-touchdown favorite. 


"I don't think there's any question Michigan be- 


longs up there in the No. 1 spot," says Bellard. "They've 
done nothing lo indicate they shouldn't still be there."

Mich., before 'an expected gathering of 104,000, No. 1- 
ranked Oklahoma will be at home against Kansas, the 
team which handed Barry Switzer his first coaching 
setback two years ago.

entertains Kentucky, No. 6 Ohio State visits SMU for a 
night game. No. 7 Colorado is at Army, Rice at No. 8 
Texas, No. 9 Florida at Louisiana State under the lights 
and Georgia at No. 10 Alabama. 


Oregon's defensive plans for its regionally televised 


game with Stanford (Channel 7, 1:30) are no secret—stop 
Guy Benjamin. 


Stanford coach Bill Walsh expects Duck defenders 


to blitz his highly rated quarterback and throw tight 
man-to-man coverage against the receivers. 


"This will be a real test for Benjamin," Walsh said. 


"He'll get heavy blitzing down after down." 


Oregon coach Rich Brooks isn't committing himself 


to a steady blitz attack, noting Benjamin's ability to hit 
shorl receivers over the rush. 


"I haven't seen a lot of people rush Benjamin 


effectively," the Ducks' first-year coach said. "Hfi's 
hard to get to because they protect him very well. You 
have to mix it up and go after him once in a while," he 
added, "but the basic thing you have to do against 
anyone who throws the ball well is to cover well." 


Benjamin has been the key to Stanford's success (2- 


1), completing 69 of 101 passes for 729 yards and seven 
touchdowns. 


"Stanford is Ihe most explosive team we've faced 


this year," said Brooks. "They have people who can 
make Ihings happen. We'll have our hands full with the 
Stanford offense." 


Across the bay, unbeaten California coach Mike 


White doesn't think his team will be looking past under- 
dog San Jose State to Washington State next week. 


"There's more incentive playing San Jose than an 


out-of-state opponent you're supposed to whip," says 
White. "We have a lot of guys who have lived down 
there. It's been a good recruiting area for us." 


But the main incentive for the Bears will be in 


preserving their unbeaten record and winning their 
fourth successive game. The last tune a Cal team 
opened Ihe season with four wins was 1952. 


"We're proud to be undefeated," White said, "but it 


entails more responsibility, more performance out of the 
team and the coaches. San Jose State is a good ball 
team and they'd like nothing better than to come over 
and knock us off."

The school was ordered lo suspend 


Tarkanian or show cause why the NCAA 
should not levy sliffer sanctions—possibly 
expelling the school froni membership or 
placing all of the university's athletic 
program on indefinite suspension. Tarka- 
nian obtained a temporary restraining 
order. 


After hearing arguments Monday. 


Brennan did not mince words in his deci- 
sion, berating the NCAA for what he feels 
were obvious transgressions of Tarka- 
nian's rights. He ruled that there was no 
doubt that Tarkanian's claim of irrepara- 
ble harm was substantiated by evidence 
that he would lose many sources of out- 
side income if he were to be suspended. 


Brennan then sliced into the due 


process question, accusing the NCAA of 
completely disregarding the Constitution 
of th« United States. In particular, the 
judge issued a scathing indictment of the 
tactics used by NCAA investigator David 
Bcrst. 


"The evidence presented to the 


(NCAA) Infractions Committee was total 
100 per cent hearsay without a scrap of 
documentation in substantiation." said 
Brennan. "The evidence presented to this 
court also shows that the plaintiff was 
denied full and effective use of counsel, 
he was denied notice of, and I quote from 
the NCAA bylaws, 'specific charges. . 
.and the facts upon which such charges 
are based'." 


Brennan said Tarkanian was denied 


the right to present cviden.ce and call 
witnesses on behalf, but more impor- 
tantly, that he was denied the right to 
confront his accusers before the Infrac- 
tions Committee. 


"The evidence shows that every 


fundamental principle pertaining to the 
plaintiff's due process rights were vio- 
lated. The Committee on Infractions and 
its staff conducted a star chamber pro- 
ceeding and a trial by ambush against 
the plaintiff," Brennan said. 


Brennan further charged that the 


Committee on Infractions ?cted as a 
"rubber stamp" for Berst by its "total 
disregard of the documented, sworn and 
uncontroverted evidence presented on be- 
half of the plaintiff." 


Investigation revealed an apparent 


vendetta by B«rst against Tarkanian, and 
instances where Berst threatened and 
coerced answers and offered rewards for 
persons who would give the "right an- 
swers" to his inquiries about Tarkanian 
and UNLV. 


"A review of the sworn statements in 


evidence shows that David Berst had an 
obsession to the point of paranoia lo 
harm the plaintiff," said Brennan, adding 
that the evidence "clearly shows" that 
Berst "swore he would get Tarkanian if it 
was the last thing he ever did. The record 
is replete with lies, distortions and half- 
truths of David Berst. . .(o the extent that 
anything he may have presented to the 
Committee on Infractions was totally de- 
void of credibility. 


"The so-called evidence by the Com- 


mittee on Infractions against the plaintiff 
was inferior in quality to good gossip 
since Berst. the person presenting the 
i-ase against the plaintiff, had good rea- 
son to manufacture evidence to distort 
the truth." 


Brennan then sounded the bottom line 


of his ruling: 


"A policeman investigating a felony 


offense against a child would show a 
higher regard for seeking the truth and 
obtaining non-manufactured evidence 
against the accused than was granted the 
plaintiff." 


Meanwhile in Washington, Rep. 


Bruce Vcnto (D-Minn.) announced 
the 


House Oversight and Investigation Sub- 
committee will proceed with an invest!- - 
gation of the policies of the NCAA. 
'. 


Tarkanian indicated he will "defi- • 


nitely testify" in the subcommittee's 
investigation of Ihe NCAA. 


Vento said the probe will investigate 


whether the NCAA is violating anti-trust 
laws or is operating as a monopoly. The 
subcommittee also will look into charges 
that the NCAA's fact-finding and investi- 
gative methods are inaccurate and un- 
fair. 


Vento's action was prompted the in- 


definite probation imposed on men's atk- 
letic programs at the University of 
Minnesota. The NCAA ordered the proba- 
tion last year after the school refused to 
disqualify three basketball players for 
rules infractions.

O.C. aide 
urges tax 
relief now 


Special legislative 
session sought

Charging that skyrocketing 


taxes are threatening the state's 
economy. Orange County Tax 
Colli'i'lor-Treasurer Robert L. Ci- 
tron asked Gov. Brown Friday to 
call a serial legislative session 
"for meaningful property tax re- 
form." 


And he called for "meaningful 


ceilings on governments' spending" 
as a key to the package. 


Citron told Brown that in 


Orange County, "(he average 
homeowners' tax bill has increased 
a whopping 73 per cent, or $650, 
since 1074." and that at the present 
rate of increase, will more than 
double by 1979 — "in only five 
years." 


And, as a result of increasing 


assessments and lowering tax 
rates, the value of the highly-touted 
homeowners' exemptions has actu- 
ally decreased by at least 13 per- 
cent during (he same period, he 
said. 


• Citron said in a long letter to 


the governor that danger lies ahead 
unless there is meaningful relief for 
harried taxpayers. 


.-"I would believe that you, or 


any legislator running for re-elec- 
tion next year, would not want to 
face the voters without having 
passed decisive property tax relief. 


"I am certain that voters will 


not buy Democrats blaming Repub- 
licans, nor will they buy Republi- 
cans blaming Democrats for the 
stale government's failure to enact 
properly tax reform," Citron 
wrote.

This agreement culminated six months 


of turmoil between Guengerich and three 
members of the school board—Vermillion, 
Larry Ward and Jay Gcndreau.

In August, the board hired 
attorney Eric Bafhen to investigate Guen- 
gerich's responsibility for the district's 
shaky financial situation. 


Interviews Friday with Guengerich, 


Vermillion and their respective attorneys 
revealed contradictory views of the the 
superintendent's refusal to sign. 


Bathcn contends that Guengcrieh must 


sign a proper, formal version of the agree- 
ment. Bathen described the document 
signed two weeks ago as an imprecise and 
incomplete rough draft, with blank spaces 
and scratched-out sentences. 


But Guengerich said he has signed the 


original document and that is sufficient. 


"We signed it in front of about 400 


people," Guengerich said. "There is only 
one agreement, and I've signed it. As of 
this date, I personally have not seen any 


other agreement. My attorney may have 
seen it."

I've only received the information that he 
will not sign." 


Covert said he plans to continue to 


work with Bathen. 


"I think Uie document signed two 


weeks age is a legal contract," Covert 
said.

Covert added that if the board rescinds 


the leave of absence, he hopes Guengerich 
will be returned to his former status as 
superintendent, a $38,000-a-year position. .

Water splurge 'not frivolous' 
Pipe work leaves rust in Long Beach wash

North Long Beach resident Paul Warren is a water 


conservation enthusiast. 


But last Wednesday night, he fumed on all the 


faucets in his house and ran his sprinklers for about 5 
hours. 


And most of his neighbors did the same. 
The reason for the big water splurge this week in 


the Del Amo Boulevard-Pacific Avenue area was not 
frivolous: When many residents turned on their taps for 
cooking or drinking water, it had an unappealing red- 
brown tint. 


A spokesman for the city water department' said 


work on a replacement water main on Del Amo has 
stirred up rust in Ihe old pipe, which accounts for the 
"dirty-looking" water. A two- or three-block area has 
been affected, he said. 


The new cement pipe, which replaces a 48-year-old 


iron pipe, stretches six blocks from Oregon Avenue lo 
Elm Avenue. 


According to water department spokesman Blaine 


Vernon, rusty water is "not an unusual'occurrence when 
this type'of work is going on." 


Vemon said that whenever a householder notices a 


problem of this sort, he should call the water depart- 
ment immediately, and wait for an investigator to 
arrive and assess the situation. 


"In a case like this, where the rust is coming from 


the main, there's really not much point in flushing the 


pines of individual houses," Vemon said. "It's belter to 
wait until the rust settles down in the main line, or until 
we flush it, if necessary." 


"But when it's affecting a larger area like this, that 


probably won't work, tad when .we're concerned about 
conservation. I advise people to sit tight until the system 
settles down," the investigator, who declined to give his 
name, said. 


"There's no health hazard involved here," he said. 


"The"water's OK to drink, allhoiigh you probably 
wouldn't want to." 


Warren told the investigator that he was angry 


about rust stains on clothing his wife washed Thursday 
morning. "After running the water all .that time, I 
thought it was clear, so we ran a white load in the 
washer, and now it's all ruined." 


VERNON SAID those with similar complaints 


should make a list of the damaged articles and file a 
claim at the city clerk's office. Compensation may be 
made after investigation of the claim, he said. 


The department investigator also recommended 


keeping rus>stained items damp and rewashing them, 
when the water is clear, in detergent and bleach. 


He further advised affected residents to avoid turn- 


i ing on their hot water faucets when nist. is present in the 
water. "That will keep the rust out of your hot water 
tank,"he said. 


"But the.most important thing is to call us and let 


us know," he said. The water depa-tment's 24-hour, 7- 
day-a-wcck number is 425-5B5!. 
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Signal Hill tax note 
sold at 7% interest

A $4-million tax anticipation 


note was sold Friday by the Signal 
Hill Redevelopment Agency at 7 
percent interest to Blyth, Eastman, 
Dillon and Co., the only bidder. 


The agency had approved a 


similar loan for $3.5 million last 
February and repaid it about a 
month ago. That note was pur- 
chased by Security Pacific National 
Bank at 3.95 percent interest. 


"Well, il.'s high, but it sure 


beats Ihe alternative," said Assist- 
ant City Manager David Carrello 
when asked about the interest rate 
having nearly doubled in less than 
one year. 


The alternative he referred to 


was the possiblity of the agency's 
losing its 1977-78 lax allocation. 


Because of the wording of the 


slate redevelopment law it is neces- 
sary for a community redevelop- 
ment agency to have some form of 
debt outstanding each March in 
order to be eligible for the tax- 
increment funds that finance most 
redevelopment projects. (Loans for 
for tax-increment projects are re- 
paid from increases in tax reve- 
nues produced by the develop- • 
ments.) 


The agency has a current fund 


balance in excess of $6 million, but 
most of that is already committed 


for transfer to the city's own ac- 
count this year in reimbursement 
For capital improvements that are 
already started or will begin within 
the next few months. 


Three of the major projects in 


this category are the widening of 
Cherry Avenue, improvements to 
the water system and expansion of 
the police station. 


Signal Hill's agency had been 


planning to sell up to $15 million in 
revenue bonds in order to speed up 
the completion of some $34 million 
in public improvements scheduled 
over the next dozen years. 


Then it was named as one of 


the defendants in a citizen suit 
against several redevelopment 
agencies in lx>s Angeles County. 
The suit is to invalidate tax-incre- 
ment financing.

In a small Pennsylvania town, 


a young Swedish welterweight was 
playing out a story that today 
seems like it might make a movie.

The Swede had arrived in the 


U.S. with 16 in his pocket, planning 
on getting an education and return- 
ing to Sweden. As a boy he 
dreamed of competing m the Olym- 
pics, but he wasn't quite good 
enough in track and field. 


At prep school, he turned to 


boxing, a sport he had become 
familiar with during the long Swed- 
ish winters. He knocked out an 
alternate for the U.S. Olympic 
team. 


The Swedish Olympic Commit- 


tee heard of his boxing prowess and

offered Nils Althin one of three 
spots on his country's Olympic box- 
ing team that would compete at X 
Olympiad in Los Angeles.

Los Angeles. Their hopes were 
boosted Sunday when Los Angeles 
was picked over New York to be 
the U.S. represenative for the 
games. Los Angeles is the only city 
seeking the 1984 Olympics. 


Officials are promising a "spar- 


tan" Olympics without huge sums 
of public funds being spent. The 
1932 competitors remember those 
games as somewhat spartan. 


Peter J. Mehringer, 67, of Hunt- 


ington Beach, won a gold medal as 
a light heavyweight wrestler that 
summer. He remembers the Olym- 
pic Village in the Baldwin Hills as 
somewhat "makeshift." 


Of course it was the first Olym- 


pic Village of the modern games. 
The Games trace their roots back 
to ancient Greece but were revived 
in 1896 by Baron Pierre de Couber- 
tin of France. It was his idea to 
bring the world's athletes together 
to promote physical culture and a 
.harmonious world. 


The village of bungalows in the 


Baldwin Hills was supposed to be a 
step toward that. Althin describes 
it as "one big happy family." 


Besides the village, the 1932 


Games are remembered for bring- 
ing to prominence Babe Didrikson 
(Zaharias), who won the women's 
javelin and the 80 meter hurdles in 
competition at the Memorial Coli- 
seum. 


'Mehringer says he doesn't 


remember much of Los Angeles in 
ia32. "I was an old farm boy and 
coming to California was a big 
thing." He went on to become an 
All America football player at the 
University of Kansas, play pro foot- 
ball and work as an engineering 
inspector for the City of Los An- 


geles. 


He says the Olympics came to

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Calif, litterers 
to face $10 fines 
starting next year 


: SACRAMENTO (AP) -A bill designed to 
help clean up the four-million tons of trash 
Californians throw away annually by tagging 
violators with $10 parking ticket-style fines 
was signed by the governor Friday. 


The law, effective Jan. 1, will reduce the current 


first-conviction penalty, which ranges from $50 to $500. 
Few prosecutions have occurred under the current sys- 
lem, and the lesser fines would make the law more 
enforceable, said Sen. John Nejedly, R-Walhut Creek. 


"By reducing- the penalties to the level of a parking 


ticket, better enforcement and a more lasting impres- 
sion on the violator is hoped for," he said. 


Gov. Brown signed Nejedly's bU, which will make 


$17 million to $18 million available for the war against 
litter each year for the next five years. The money will 
come from three sources: 


—A surcharge, starting in 1979, of 25 cents a ton on 


all solid waste dumped in 24 counties. 


—Anaual fees OB all retailers of products subject to 


sales tax. The fees of $10, $20 or $30 per retail outlet will 
depend on the amount of annual taxable sales. 


—Manufacturers and wholesalers of containers, soft 


drinks, beer, newspapers or magazines, household paper 
and tires also will be assessed annual fees of $200, $400 
or $2,000. The formula is based on the size of a firm's 
payroll. 


The money will be allocated to public and private 


agencies to develop programs for recovering wastes to 
produce energy and the expansion and creation of recy- 
cling centers. Some of the money also will be used to 
clean up recreational lands and public roads. 


The bill was supported by manufacturers, particu- 


larly those that produce bottles and cans, as it emerged 
as an alternative to a bill outlawing no-deposit beverage 
containers. 


The so-called "bottle bill," by Sen. Outer Rains, 


was held up in the Senate Finance Committee earlier 
this year. 


Rains, D-Ventura, urged Brown to veto Nejedly's 


measure, saying it provided no disincentive to litter. "It 
is the difference between mopping up the floor and 
turning off the faucet," Rains said in a letter to Brown. 


RAINS ALSO SAID the Nejedly bill was a 


"general" tax increase since the lees and surcharges 
would be passed on to consumers. Brown has vowed that 
he will not approve a general tax increase. 


Elisabeth Coleman, Brown s press secretary, said 


Brown approved the measure because the fees and 
surcharges are "industry-sponsored and they suggested 
funding in this manner. It is not a general tax increase." 
The law expires July 1,1983. 


The 24 counties where the 25-cent surcharge on 


trash disposal will be imposed are Alatneda, Contra 
Costa, Fresno, Kern, Los Angeles, Harin, Monterey, 
Napa, Orange, Placer, Riverside, Sacramento, San Ber- 
nardino, San Diego, San Francisco, San Joaquin, San 
Mateo, Santa Barbara, Santa Clara, Santa Cruz, Solano, 
Stanislaus, Ventura and Yolo.
